Applicant will further amend the claims to distingusih from the prior art of record by providing 

1) an independent claim reciting an additional limitation that the electrical voltage supply is configured to deliver an 
electrical pulse having a duration of less than one millisecond along with an affidavit showing unexpected results with 
the recited pulse duration; 

2) an independent claim reciting the additional limitation of an air-containing (oxygen-containing) work environment 
associated with the workpiece, and a workpiece electrode arrangement having substantially no carbon content; and 

3) claims (possibly dependent claims) directed towards workpiece surfaces containg nickel. 

The examiner will reconsider the amended claims.
